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1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because legal phraseology such as "The 
present invention" is used. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, h is unclear what "select means" represents. Is it shown in any of drawings? 

In claim 2, "said sensor electrodes" have no antecedent basis. Furthermore, it is unclear 
what "sensor electrodes" represent. Are they shown in any of drawings? 

In claim 9, it is unclear what "a charge transfer device" represents. Is it shown in any of 
drawings? 

In claim 10, it is unclear what "Charge supply MOSFET" represents. Is it shown in any 
of drawings? 

In claim 13, it is unclear what "a shading means" represents. Is it shown in any of 
drawings? 

In claim 14, it is unclear what method step has been claimed since the claim is in 
narrative form. 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as they 
depend from rejected base claims. 
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4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features of "charge transfer 
device " as recited in claim 9, "shading means" as recited in claim 13 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

5. since claims are indefinite, no art has been applied to these instant claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
